Essay on a Man’s lop-Hat 
Rollins in the Mud 


What happened to top-hats has a very ¢great bear- 
ing upon this aftermath of 1929. 


G. K. Chesterton, the famous English writer, 
once wrote a very interesting essay on a man 
running after his top-hat. 


Chesterton was not dealing with business. He 
was merely humorously pointing out the humili- 
ation of running after one’s silk hat. Whereas this 
article is attempting to point out the indignity, 
and the serious consequence of that indignity, 
of the same silk hat getting rolled in the mud. 


The thing that really happened in 1929, 
viewed impersonally, is exceedingly interesting. 
Somewhere along in October a strong wind 
blew up out of the market-place (the stock mar- 
ket-place) and a lot of top-hats, including in- 
numerable derbies, went rolling in the mud. 


Which really meant that most of the heads 
that lost those hats had lost more or less of their 
dignity which is—their money. Some of those 


heads, having lost their hats, also lost their wits. ~ 


And tragedies occurred. 


But for those of us who were not so badly wound- 
ed the situation was, and is, by no means beyond 
recovery, and in most cases not even serious. 


All that we really lost was money. And while 
money, to men of money, constitutes the essence 
of dignity, still most of us can lose our dignity, 
which is our money, and regain it again witha 
fair degree of assurance. 


To get rid of the metaphor and get down to 
plain speaking, the man who has made millions 
can usually make more millior’s. The man who 
has earned a good salary in a high-pressure 
job can usually continue to do so. 


As a matter of fact, most millionaires are still 
millionaires. And most high-pressure men still 
have a good job. The top siik hats and the derbies 
usually remain on the same heads. 


But the interesting phase of this whole situation 
is the way in which both the top silk hats and 
the derbies turned almost unanimously to the 
caps and overalls to recover their dignity, which 
is their money. 


The whole hue and cry of the nation was,

All of which was very sound. It did help the 
ma’ in the cap and overalls. It did keep business 


‘| rolung eighty-five percent of normal. It did, in 


turn, help you.

EW YORK, May 11.—Retaii sales 
of new Chevrolet passenger cars 
continued to surge forward in April, 
according to registration returns 
from the first five states to report 
fer the month. 

Chevrolet registrations in Del 
ware, Illinois, North Dakota, South 
Carolina and Utah, the reporting 
states, in April amounted 6,418, 
as against 4,467 in the same states 
in March, an upturn of 43.8 per cent 
This April total came very close to 
that of the corresponding month of 
jast year for the same states, the 
decline amounting to only 1.2 per 
cent. The April, 1930, Chevrolet 
sales in states amounted to 
6,501. 

Delaware reported 207 new Chev- 
rolet registrations in April, as 
against 168 in the preceding month, 
an upturn of 23 per cent., and com- 
paring with 219 in April, 1930, a de- 
cline of 5 per cent. For the first 
four months of the year Chevrolet 
sales in this state totaled 570, as 
against 637 a vear ago, off 10 per 
cent.

Sound Training Necessary 

No matter how hard drivers try, 
rk -wever, they cannot perform their 
duties to the best effect and get 
the most work accomplished unless 
they know proper methods of work- 
ing.
